For The Church 

Excerpts from Prize Winning Essay, 
Written at Sunrise Camp, 

July 6, 1959. 

The Church is called a Christian 
Church because it’s named after 
Jesus Christ. The Church is called 
a Holy Christian Church because 
God and Jesus are indeed holy. I 
work for the Holy Christian Church 
because indirectly I’m working for 
the Lord. The Church is a very 
great world-wide organization be¬ 
cause there are many churches all 
over the world working together to 
help bring people to know the Lord.

The conference, held each sum¬ 
mer for the past ten years at var¬ 
ious Lutheran church colleges, is 
offered by the Boards of Parish Ed¬ 
ucation of the American Evangel¬ 
ical Lutheran Church, the August- 
ana Lutheran Church, the Suo mi 
Synod and the United Lutheran 
Church in America. Attendance 
is limited to public and private 
school teachers, school superinten¬ 
dents, principals, supervisors, coun¬ 
selors, nurses, librarians, coaches, 
dietitians and other school work¬ 
ers and officials. Only those who 
can attend for the entire week will 


be accepted. Teachers of any de¬ 
nomination may attend. 

Discussion will be the major 
method of study as teachers share 
insights, concerns and experiences 
and seek answers to the question: 
“What does my faith have to do 
with my work?” The daily pro¬ 
gram will include Bible study, wor¬ 
ship, and opportunities for fellow¬ 
ship. 

The conference faculty has been 
selected from the fields of Educat¬ 
ion, Bible, Theology and Worship. 

Costs of the conference will in¬ 
clude: registration fee, $5; room, 
$7 for the week; meals, about $3 
per day, cafeteria style and paid at 
mealtimes.
